Due to recent changes in 
the laws governing the con- 
duct of municipal spending, 
there has been an even 
greater privilege allowed 
town councils regarding the 
spending of public funds, 
Town councils no longer 
have to go to the ratepayers 
for permission to spend cer- 
tain monies, This of course 
leaves the public purse more 
in the hands of the elected 
officials, 

Control of the public purse 
then is not through plebiscite 
but through the election of 
officials, 

What I am suggesting is 
that the election of public 
officials is no longer a pop- 
ularity contest but the elec- 
tion of serious persons that 
will treat pubiic monies as 
a trust. 

The seriousness of the 
situation cannot be fully ex- 
pressed. The officials today 
are elected for a three year 
period, They have the power 
to spend a large amount of 
money.

decisions to see if any 
improvements can be made. 

Last week, the council 
took what many businessmen 
in our town consider to be a 
rather questionable decision 
with respect to the sale of 
town land, The town recently 
recovered several lots in 
Grandin Park and last Mon- 
day night, council set the 
price of these lots, 

Since there was a demand 
for the lots from people who 
intended to build homes, one 
would have expected that the 
lots would have been sold 
only to those who were pre= 
pared to pay for the local 
improvements and whowere 
also prepared to buildonthe 
lots so that we could begin 
collecting taxes, 

This was not the case 
however, and the lots were 
Snapped up for prices rang- 
ing from $725, to $850, each 
and that town is not only out 
of pocket over $15,000, in 
local improvements, but we 
are forgoing a tax revenue 
of about $550, per year per 
lot. 

What in fact has happened, 
is that council has soldtown 
land to a group of men, en- 
abling them to make aprofit 
at a very small investment 
while the taxpayer holds the 
bag for the $15,000, in local 
improvements which have 
already been installed atthe 
taxpayer’s expense, 

This may seem to be an 
isolated case, but it Is a 
combination of these quest- 
ionable decisions which 
costs you and I money in

I am also alarmed at the 
state of the Sturgeon River 
and would support strong ac= 
tion to get government as- 
sistance to have it cleaned 
up and restored, A program 
has been described as feas- 
ible to the Chamber of Com- 
merce by aprovincial engin- 
eer, It calls for comprehen~

This is a vital concern and

Exterminate the Warble Fly 


Dr, M, A. Khan, Entomo- 
logist from the Canada De- 
partment of Agriculture Re- 
search station at Lethbridge, 
urges farmers to treat their 
cattle with insecticides to 
exterminate the Warble Fly. 

Damage to the carcass and 
hide of an animal tnfested 
with cattle grubs, the larvae 
stages of the warble fly, re- 
presents only a part of the 
loss caused to the cattle 
industry, 

Financial loss from gadd- 
ing, or stampeding by cattle 
trying to escape the warble 
fly is difficult to estimate, 
They lose weight, suffer in- 
juries, break fences, and fall 
to make the best use of 
pastures, which are their 
cheapest avallable source of 
feed. Cattle grubs also in- 


Orders for 


fest other species of animals 
particularly horses, and 
occasionally humans, In 
horses, the warbles usually 
appear in the saddle area 
thus preventing the use of 
the horse for riding. 

Cattle grubs can be con- 
trolled easily. Three insect- 
icides, Co-Ral, Nevugon and 
Ruelene are effective as 
spray or pour-on application, 
Either of these kill the cattle 
grubs before they can form 
warbles on the backs of 
cattle, Treatment applied 
for systemic control of catt- 
le grubs also effectively 
controls cattle lice, For 
combined control of cattle 
grubs and cattle lice, sprays 
are preferable to pour-on 
applications, 


Shelterbelt Trees 


Farmers are advised to 
order trees now for 1969 
field and farmstead shelter- 
belt planting. In this way 
they will avoid the disapp- 
ointment of having favorite 
trees substituted not to men- 
tion having their orders cut 
back, 

Mr, H, T. Oosterhuls, 
supervisor of tree planting 
for the province, reminds all 
farmers that orders are 
filled on a first-come, first 
serve basis and for this 
reason It is wise to order 
trees early. 

Some planning {s required 
prior to ordering for re 
placement of dead, injured 
or diseased trees, and the 
extension of existing shel- 
terbelts, As stipulated by 
the department, areas to be 
planted to trees must be 
summerfallowed for a year 
in advance to help prepare 
the soil for planting, reduce 
competition from weeds and 
bulld up soll moisture so 
that the newly planted trees 
have a better chance tosur- 
vive, Advance planning dis- 
courages over-ordering 
thus preventing tree waste, 


Farm Safety 


A timely warning goes 
out to all operators of farm 
machinery to exercise extra 
caution during this busy sea- 
son, 

A number of farm acci- 
dents in this area have occ- 
urred recently resulting in 
serious injury, Operating 
farm machinery is in itself 
not hazardous; but a moment 
of carelessness can result in 
a fatality or a lifetime of 
disability, Is the time saved 
in not practising safe work 
habits really worth the risk 
involved? 
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Mr, Oosterhuis claims, 

A limited supply of low 
and high-growing fruit 
shrubs are being offered to 
farmers who have demon- 
strated that they will do a 
good job of planting and 
caring for trees, These have 
an ornamental value and are 
intended to provide addition- 
al shelter, edible fruit and to 
encourage wild life. 

All orders for trees must 
be placed through the local 
agriculturtst, andorder 
forms and other necessary 
information can be obtained 
from him, 

In the spring, shipment 
of these trees is arranged 
through your Agricultural 
Service Board, Distribution 
points are selected and note 
ification sent out to appli- 
cants as to “‘pick up’’ dates, 
A tree planter is available 
at nominal cost for those 
wishing to take advantage 
of this service, 

To date the Alberta De- 
partment of Agriculture has 
received more than 750 
orders for trees for the 
1969 season. Last year more 
than 5,200 orders were 
received and nearly 1,895,- 
000 trees shipped. 

‘But every year many 
farmers leave their order- 
ing until too late and are 
disappointed to learn that 
the number and variety of 
trees required cannot be 
supplied.’’ Mr, Oosterhuis 
advises farmers to talk over 
their 1969 tree require- 
ments with their local dis- 
trict agriculturist soon and 
thus avoid disappointment, 

Publications to assist far- 
mers in the planning of a 
shelterbelt and the selec- 
tion of trees are available 
at the district agriculturists 
office,

These insecticides should 
be applied in late summer 
or early fall. 

Unless community efforts 
are made to eradicate the 
warble fly, these systemic 
insecticides have to be app- 
lied year after year. This 
requires first, the exter- 
mination of the pest from one 
or more small areas, foll- 
owed by an increase in the 
size and number of warble 
free areas until they cover 
the entire province and ul- 


timately the entire country. 
The warble fly can be ex- 
terminated from a given 
area after three annual 
treatments as was demon- 
Strated in the Forestburg 
district. 

The extermination of catt- 
le grubs in Alberta has 
already begun, Several 
counties have shown interest 
in the extermination of cattle 
grubs and it is hoped thatthe 
entire province will soon 
participate in the project.

from Children 


Moth balls -- candy? Maybe not to you, but to some 
children they appear to be just that inspite of their odor 
and taste, When winter clothes are taken out of storage, 
special care should be taken that young children don’t 
find moth balls and eat them, If eaten or licked, certain 
types of moth balls can cause illness, 

Many moth balls are made from naphthalene, and 
there has been an increase in poisoning in children and 
bables due to this according to reports from doctors and 
Poison Control Centres, In extreme instances naphtha- 
lene poisoning has caused death, (Some children seem 
less susceptible than others, A number who have eaten 
moth balls, did not become ill). 

Parents are urged to take precautions to keep moth 
balls out of children’s reach. Diapers or baby under- 
clothing should not be stored in naphthalene moth balls 
as there is a possibility that the naphthalene will be 


THE FILLING ~ Generally we rely on our own ingenuity 
rather than specific recipes. 


HINTS 


1) Taste as you go, 

2) To moisten the filling, choose whatever will compli- 
ment the flavor, You might try: salad dressing; mayonn- 
aise; milk, cream; catsup, chili sauce; or fruit juice. 

3) Add pep to flat-tasting fillings - salt and pepper; 
lemon juice or vinegar; pepper sauce; Worcestershire 
Sauce; prepared or dry mustard; chopped pickles or

fell from Red Deer south to 
the U.S, border last week, 
flattening standing crops, 

Frost was general in the 
central and northern areas 
and temperature readings 
of 25 degrees were not un- 
common, Yield and grade 
losses are expected to be 
severe and harvesting in 
most districts will be fur- 
ther delayed, 

As the Alberta Depart- 
ment of Agriculture puts it 
“The weather is the big 
question mark to farmers 
now: if it stays favorable 
for the next few weeks, near 
average yields but lower- 
than-average grades can be 
expected, but with unfavor- 
able weather, the situation 
could be disastrous,’’ 

The Alberta Wheat Pool 
reports that provincially 20 
percent ofthe wheat has been 
threshed, 13 percent of the 
oats, 26 percent of the barley 
78 percent of the rye and 
only 3 percent and 6 percent 
of the flaxseed and rapeseed 
respectively. 

Our agents report that 
very little swathing was done 
in Saskatchewan this week 
and practically no combining 
on account of province-wide 
rains that were locally very 
heavy saturating swaths and 
causing further grade det- 
erioration as a result of 
sprouting mildew and weight 
loss, 

There has been no har- 
vesting of flax yet but yields 
are only expected to be eight 
to 10 bushels per acre: how- 
ever, yields and grades of 
rapeseed and mustard are 
good from fields harvested 
to date but some of the orl- 
ginal seeding was plowed 
down earlier, Final outturns 
could be a lot less than the 


first Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics’ estimate of 4.3 
million bushels of flax and 
9.3 million rapeseed, 

According to the Manitoba 
department of agriculture, 
good progress was made in 
harvesting of crops in the 
western districts but further 
rains have delayed opera- 
tions in the Red River Valley 
and Interlake areas, The 
Valley remains waterlogged 
and crop losses are expected 
to be extensive, especially 
from head or straw break- 
age in barley fields; other 
grains are standing up better 
but deterioration becomes 
more evident as the wet 
period is extended. 

On the basis of early re- 
turns, yields are holding up 
well with wheat running 25 
to 30 bushels per acre, oats 
50 to 55 bushels and flax 
10 to 14 bushels, However, 
the majority of wheat sam- 
ples are grading 4 northern 
and lower, Storage is 
another problem and a lot 
of grain has been piled on 
the ground in the southwest 
and southcentral districts. 

There has been atremen- 
dous movement of grain out 
of the Lakehead terminals 
since the strike was settled 
and to date 21,143,000 bush- 
els of wheat, 1,833,000 oats 
and 2,249,000 barley have 
been loaded out for Canadian 
ports, 893,000 bushels of 
wheat, 546,000 barley and 
40,000 flax were loaded on 
Salties for direct shipment 
overseas and 462,000 bush- 
els of malting barley was 
Shipped to Milwaukee,

better than 900 a day andthe 
railways are making every 
effort to get them back to 
country points, 


Alberta hail 


study summary 


The Alberta Hail Studies 
project has just completed 
by far the largest and most 
ambitious field observation 
program in its 12 year his- 
tory. A total of 24scientists 
six technicians and 20 assis- 
tants were involved during 
the summer, 

Even though the hail acti- 
vity in Alberta was well 
below normal this year, a 
tremendous amount of valu- 
able data was obtained on all 
aspects of hailstorms,

The area under intensive 
study each year extends 
from Leduc south to High 
River and out from the foot- 
hills to a Hanna-Viking line, 
The project headquarters 
are located just south of Red 
Deer near the centre of the 
22,000 square mile study 
area, 

From this base one of the 
best equipped weather radar 
systems in the world scans 
out to a range of 90 miles, 
The radar is specifically 
designed to study hailstorms 
and give a detailed picture 
of thelr internal structure, 
Simultaneous time-lapse 
stereo cloud photography 
gives a record of the exter- 
nal development and appear- 
ance of the clouds, 

As the echoes are tracked 
on the radar, mobile units 
are directed by radio into 
the storm vicinity, Two units 
are equipped to measure 
rain and hail fall rates and 
collect precipitation 
samples for later laboratory 
study. From these and other 
fixed stations, several hun- 
dred rain and hail samples 
were collected and will be 
studied for the presence of 
freezing nuclei, sulphate and 
silver, Other mobile units 
released and tracked wea- 
ther balloons to measure the 

wind flow around and into the 


storms, 

Two experimentswere 
performed this year in con- 
junction with chemists from 
the Desert Research Insti- 
tute at the University of 
Nevada, Small amounts of 
Silver iodide and indium hy- 
droxide were released from 
an aircraft into the updraft 
area of two storms. Rain 
samples were collected 
downwind between 30 and 90 
minutes later, The amount 
of these chemicals will be 
determined in each sample. 
The analysis of these ex- 
periments should give fur- 
ther insight into the rain 
forming process in the 
clouds, 

All of this scientific data 
would lose much of its value 
unless full details were 
available on where it hails, 
This is where the Alberta 
farmers play an extremely 
important role in the pro- 
ject. Some 25,000 farmers in 
the main study area, and an 
additional 10,000 in the area 
south of Calgary, provide 
data on where, when and how 
much hail falls, 

These reports are sent in 
on special report cards, or 
obtained through telephone 
surveys conducted by Hail 
Studies staff, Over the past 
12 years, about 35,000 hail 
reports have been received. 
These have all been placed 
on punch cards and are pro- 
cessed by the electronic 
computer, As a result more 
is now known about theclim- 
atology of hail in central 
Alberta than anywhere else 
in the world, 

It is thus possible to com- 
pare the 1968 hail season 
with the past eleven years, 
During the past summer hail 
occurred somewhere in cen- 
tral Alberta on a total of 70 
days, a little more often than 
normal, However the total 
number of reports sent in 
was less thanhalfofnormal, 
indicating limited areal 
extent of the hailfalls, In 
addition very few farmers 
reported large hail andthere 
was a large amount of soft 
hail, All of these factors 
combined to give much less 
hail damage this year than 
usual, An interesting fea- 
ture was the almost com- 
plete lack of significant hail 
activity in the normally high 
risk ares. northwest of Red 
Deer. 

Collection of all these data 
during the summer is only 
the beginning. During the 
coming winter months met- 
eorologists at the Research
